and tile fixing of guide ropes. All are 
needed; at this writing a trip into the 
cavern, 
even 
with 
an 
experienced 
guide, is for the able-bodied and level­ 
headed only. 
The cavern cannot very well be de­ 
scribed at present. 
There are sev­ 
eral reasons. Only a small portion of 
it has been explored. 
Measurements 
are guesswork and the imagination 
gets active in a chamber so large that 
a powerful flashlight reveals neither 
sides nor roof. 
There are no fixed 
mines for the chambers and rooms. 
The only name that seems to find gen­ 
eral favor is tlra’r^f-^Big Room” for 
lite largest chamber so far found. Mr. 
White is quoted as saying the Big Room 
is approximately 5,000 feet long and 
GOO feet wide. 
Tile physical and chemical action 
which lias brought about this cavern 
and its decorations may lie thus briefly 
described: The mountain is composed 
of limestone, which consists chiefly of 
calcium carbonate. Water, penetrating 
tile limestone, dissolves the calcium 
carbonate, carries it along and de­ 
posits it in the form of stalactites 
(pendent roof formations) and stalag­ 
mites (floor formations). 
The two 
unite to form pillars. 
Stalactites are 
called dripstones. 
Flowstones is ap­ 
plied lo formations caused by water 
flowing through a wall. 
These formations are almost always 
white and tile material may be called 
travertine or onyx. 
There is appar­ 
ently no limit to the variety of form. 
The “Twin Domes” In the Big Room 
are probably IOO feet high and 200 
feet across the base. 
They rise from 
a 
great 
dark-green 
mound. 
The 
“Crow’s Nest” is a chamber so thickly 
sot with slender stalactites and stalag­ 
mites that one could not pass through 
without destroying hundreds of tile 
delicate formations. 
Photographs of the Carlsbad Cave 
to date are unsatisfactory for obvious 
reasons. 
Of Hie two here reproduced 
the lower gives a suggestion of some 
of tile fantastic stalagmite formations 
in a chamber called bj’ some tile “City 
of tile Gods.” 
This chamber is com­ 
paratively small and tile camera lins 
caught a suggestion of one of the walls 
In the background. 
The upper picture shows some of 
the formations in the Big Room—part 
of a group of stalagmites known as the 
“Totem Poles.” 
Some of these, only 
a few feet in diameter, rise to a height 
of fifty feet or more.

great chamber. There is a glimpse of 
tile stalactites which at tills spot hang 
in thousands, some so slender that 
tHey break at a touch and others so 
massive that it is hard to understand 
how they cling to the ceiling.

But It is of 
no avail unless behind it there is a 
sentiment that will enforce. I some­ 
times wish people would put a little 
more emphasis upon observance of the 
law and a little less upon its enforce­ 
ment. It is a maxim of our institu­ 
tions that the government does not 
make the people, hut the people make 
the government.”

The Illinois Ton Litter club Is well 
started on Its second year and when 
the final count Is made on the enroll­ 
ment for Hit coming season approxi­ 
mately 1,000 farmers and hog raisers 
are expected to be signed up to try 
their skill at making a ton of pork In 
six months out of a single litter of 
Pigs. 


Lnrollments are made each year be­ 
tween January I and April 15 through 
farm advisers In the various counties 
and indications now are that the num­ 
ber of farmers signing up for the work 
this year will he considerably larger 
than in 1922 when GOO farmers and 
breeders undertook to make one or 
more litters of pigs on their fauns 
weigh a ton In 180 days. The project, 
which alms at economical pork pro­ 
duction through better hog breeding, 
feeding and management, is proving 
to be one of the most popular that 
iTIinois fanners ever have had the oj>- 
portunity of taking up, according to 
W. II. Smith, state leader of farm ad­ 
visers at the college of agriculture, 
university of Illinois, who Is in charge 
of the work in the state. 
Just how many of the 1,000 who en­ 
roll can succeed in turning out single 
litters weighing a ton each In six 
months remains to be seen. Last year 
80 ton litters were produced by* the 
GOO who enrolled. However, some val­ 
uable lessons in economical pork pro­ 
duction were brought out by those 
who tried their hand at the ton-litter 
work and the 1,000 who probably will 
be enrolled this year have the advan-

in the state last year was not quite 
eleven, while the average number of 
pigs In the ten heaviest litters was 
slightly more than twelve.

co-operating agencies in the various 
counties also are expected to follow 
their practice of last year in raising 
substantial cash prizes and special 
awards for owners of ton litters iii 
their respective counties. 
Approximately

represented by the 80 ton litters pro­ 
duced in the state last year, according 
to Mr. Smith. Sangamon, McLean and 
Champaign counties were leading ones 
In the work with ten, nine and six ton 
litters respectively, to their credit. 
Individual honors for the state went 
to J. R. Deputy, Keensburg, Marshall 
county, who fed a litter of pure bred 
Duroc Jerseys to weigh 3,283 pounds 
In six months. 
As was expected, the ton litter club 
work last year brought out some strik­ 
ing pointers that should be valuable 
guides to all farmers who are trying 
to put their pork-making operations 
on the hest paying basis. 
For one 
thing, the results of the first year’s 
work showed that the most successful 
number of pigs in a litter is ten or 
eleven. ,To make the greatest weight, 


hours, at which time she was given a 
light bran mash, Mr. Deputy said in 
telling how he handled the champion 
litter. 
\\ hen the pigs were ten days 
old the mother was getting all the 
feed she would eat. 
When the pigs 
were about three weeks old they were 
drinking a little skim milk and begin­ 
ning to nibble at tile corn. 
At four weeks of age the pigs and 
the sow were put in a one-acre pas­ 
ture and the pigs’ ration increased and 
added to as needed for growth and 
frame, but not to produce any surplus 
flesh. At no time up to the age of five 
months were they given more than 
they would clean up In a reasonable 
time, and then only soaked shelled 
corn in troughs which were emptied 
and cleaned morning and evening. 
From the time the pigs were four 
or five weeks old they had rolled oats 
mixed with skim milk and water and 
were given what they would clean up 
three times a day. As they grew old­ 
er ground oats and ground wheat were 
added to the ration, but not until tb' 
pigs were nearly four months old.

Breeding Alters Corn Grain 
What can be done to improve corn 
by seed selection and breeding is 
brought out in a striking way by the 
results 
obtained 
in 
almost 
thirty 
years of corn breeding experiments 
at the experiment station of the col­ 
lege of agriculture, University of Illi­ 
nois. 
Starting out in 1896 to alter the 
composition of corn grain, plant breed­ 
ers of the station have been able to 
produce strains varying as much as 
almost IO per cent in the protein con­ 
tent of the grain and more than S per 
cent in oil content. 
Other characters and habits of the 
com plant have been modified In sim­ 
ilar manner by seed selection and 
breeding, according to Dr. L. H. Smith, 
a member of the experiment station 
agronomy department. 
Corn is characteristically a starchy 
food, about 80 per cent of its substance 
being made up starch and related ma­ 
terials, he explained. The plant breed­ 
ers set out to alter this composition 
by taking‘a certain variety and sys­ 
tematically selecting the seed in such 
r way as to produce a grain richer 


in protein, or in starch, or in oil, as 
the case might be. 
With this in mind, four selections 
were started in 189G, the object being 
to get different strains of grain with 
high protein, low protein, high oil and 
low oil content. By analyzing a large 
number of ears on this basis in the 
laboratory each year and planting
